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Chairman Douglas Scamman opened the meeting at 10:00 
A.M. He declared that the sub-committees reports would be heard 
first. The following sub-committees were asked to report: 


County Home: Rep. Goff reported on the County Home 
budget which the committee went over item by item and the only 
suggestion they made was to take $4,000 out and put it on 
revenue sharing. She questioned the Home’s appropriation for 
training future employees for the new addition as there will be 
training programs in Concord at the Vocational School. Chairman 
Scamman asked Rep. Goff to have answers from the Hiltons for 
the public hearing regarding this. 


Commissioner Hall introduced County Attorney Carleton 
Eldredge who talked for about 5 minutes about the increased 
workload in the sheriff’s department. He also discussed welfare 
patients being admitted to the County Home on incorrect 
information given by the towns and that the Commissioners 
asked him to conduct a full investigation regarding this practice. 


Maintenance: Rep. Sanborn reported from his sub-committee 
that they made a complete tour of the Home and they were much 
impressed with all that Karl Wuerker had accomplished and that 
he spent less last year than was budgeted. They thought that 
about $21,000 could be put onto revenue sharing from the 
maintenance budget. 


Salaries: Rep. Collishaw passed out his report to all members. 
The recommended areas of greatest general need are: Retirement, 
Insurance and Fringe Benefits. The report also suggested raises in 
salaries for the Board of Commissioners, Treasurer, Deputy 
Sheriff, Chief Deputy Sheriff and Sheriff. The consensus seemed 
to be that the County needs a full time County Attorney. The 
Commissioners were asked to make up a sheet with another 
column for suggested changes in salaries. 


Register of Deeds: Rep. Hammond reported that the com- 
mittee investigated all of the equipment and that they support 
the budget as presented. 
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Register of Probate: Rep. Goodrich handed out a report that 
recommended a 5% increase. Rep. Hammond spoke on House Bill 
241. An amendment to this bill was discussed and Chairman 
Scamman asked that Rep. Dame have an amendment drawn up in 
time for the hearing on Thursday morning. 


Superior Court: Rep. Goodrich reported. Rep. Hammond said 
that there was a bill in the legislature regarding the Superior 
Cour 


Jail: Rep. Collishaw reported that his committee spent the day 
at the jail and were impressed with what they saw. It was said 
that Hillsboro is the only County taking females in its jail. 
Commissioner Hall said that Revenue Sharing would take care of 
part of the expenses of supplies. 


Sheriff’s Department: Rep. Collishaw reported that his com- 
mittee spent a substantial amount of time with this department 
and item by item in the sheriff’s budget was discussed. The 
deputy sheriffs’ salary increase was on the basis of 9 months last 
year as opposed to the full year in 1973. The purchase of 6 
cruisers was discussed. 


Medical Referee: Rep. Dame gave a report. He felt that our 
County is ahead as far as this department was concerned. Rep. 
Hammond reported about the Bill before Congress regarding 
Medical Referee. Chairman Scamman asked if Rep. Dame could 
get the facts about how many times the Medical Referee is called 
out to view between 5 p.m. and 8 a.m. 


The meeting was recessed for the morning at 1:00 p.m. 


The afternoon session began at 1:55 p.m. The Chairman 
* introduced Ken Kaufman, Area Co-ordinator, Sea Coast Family 
Planning Program, who handed out reports to each member and 
proceeded to explain his request. He is asking for an appropria- 
tion from the County of $5,000 to be matched by HEW. He 
answered questions from the Executive Board. Mr. Kaufman and 
Rep. Dame left. 
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Extension Service: Rep. Goodrich explained that the Univer- 
sity sets the salaries for this department and pays 60% and the 
County 40%. 


Commissioners: The Commissioners explained the office 
salaries and other items of their budget. 


Judge of Probate Court: There was no discussion. 


Care & Support of the Exeter Court House: 

Board and Care of Children: Commissioner Hall suggested the 
possibility of raising the price being paid Foster Homes sometime 
in the future. It was reported that 98 children were taken care of 
in i972. 


Direct Relief: Commissioner Hall suggested leaving this the 
same this year. Commissioner Southwick felt that Revenue 
Sharing should be used to help the tax payer. 


Delegation Expenses: The Executive Board suggested that the 
figure be raised to $4,500. 


Insurance: The question was asked why the insurance was up 
so much and it was explained that it was because of the new 
addition to County Home. 


Farm Budget: The Commissioners talked about this as there 
was no sub-committee. They said the farm would raise potatoes 
as well as beef and pits. 


Specials: 
Fire Training: They will be asked to attend the public hearing. 


Rockingham Conservation District: The Commissioners ex- 
plained that they help all of the towns in the County. 


Community Action Program: This appropriation would be for 
transportation and housing. 
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It was suggested that Family Planning item of $5,000 be put 
on a separate sheet. 


Revenue Sharing: 

Exeter Court House: Rep. Page reported on this and said that 
the bookkeeping machine would be shared by everyone in the 
Court House. The proposed enlarged parking lot would make 
possible 90 more spaces. 


County Home: Commissioner Driscoll explained that line item 
15, the recliner and contour chairs were greatly needed now. Line 
item-16 would be for Mitchell and Fernald Buildings. 


R. C. Jail and House of Correction: This was explained item by 
item by Rep. Collishaw. 


Commissioner Hall asked that the overall budget not go over 
last years and that revenue sharing be used for things that are 
needed. 


Ground rules for the public hearing were made. The Executive 
Committee will act as judge and listen. The department heads will 
attend to explain where needed. Each person will be allowed 3 
minutes to talk but will have to go through the Chairman. 


The Executive Board will meet on February 23rd at 8:30 a.m. 
at the County Home.

Members of the Rockingham Convention, selectmen and town 
and city managers, police, and interested residents of the county. 


Rep. Cummings opened the public hearing at 9:50 A.M. for the 
purpose of reviewing the proposed county budget for 1973. He 
asked the Clerk to call the roll. The Executive Committee 
members listed above answered the roll. He introduced the three 
County Commissioners. The meeting was turned over to Rep. 
Scamman, chairman of the Budget Committee, who outlined the 
ground rules for the hearing. 


Rep. Scamman conducted an item by item examination of the 
budget. The Commissioners and the various departments had 
provided for the hearing detailed printed information about the 
proposals. 
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PROPOSED BUDGET — 1973 


Commissioners — Suggested salary $21,000; Expenses $49,652.01 

Commissioner Driscoll explained the Commissioners’ budget. 
Rep. Ernest Barka, Derry, spoke against the raise for the 
Commissioners. Fred White, Hampton, is in favor of having a 
business administrator for the County who would report to the 
Commissioners. Chairman Scamman said they plan to have a 
committee study this request. Rep. Cunningham wants it on 
record that he is opposed to the raise for the Commissioners and 
would like to use that $6,000 to hire a business administrator. 
Rep. Estabrook asked about the raise in expenses and was told it 
was due to two new salaries and insurance. 


Treasurer & Deputy — Suggested salary $2,350; Expenses $600. 
The Treasurer’s expense of $600 was explained to be close to 
the actual cost. 


County Attorney — Suggested salary $15,000; Expenses 
$8,025.00. 

Rep. Estabrook asked for justification for the raise for the 
County Attorney from $10,000 to $15,000. Attorney Eldredge 
said that he did not suggest the increase but that the county 
should examine the work of his office to see for themselves the 
increased workload. Attorney Nick Ashton, Portsmouth, said that 
after two years of study regarding this, that something should be 
done to provide the county with a full time attorney and a full 
time assistant. The Clerk of Court confirmed the workload of the 
County Attorney in Court and said the County had a bargain for 
what they pay him. 


Auditors — Salaries $1,000 (2) _ 
The salary of the auditors is established by the Superior Court. 


Register of Deeds — Suggested salary $17,500; Expenses 

$131,859.96 . | 
Chairman Scamman informed everyone that there is a bill in 

the legislature to have all fees go into the treasury. Rep. 
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Estabrook asked if the bill does not pass and the delegation votes 
to increase the salary of Mrs. Holland, would she get both. She 
said she would then turn fees over to the County. 
_ Mrs. Holland spoke about the need to economize on space and 
explained the new microfilm system of keeping records, thus 
decreasing the cost of supplies as well as book repairs and 
equipment and repair. If revenue sharing is used, the budget will 
be decreased. 

Rep. Splaine, Portsmouth, asked who made the decision to ask 
for the new microfilm and she said the Commissioners did, after 
listening to her state the needs of her department. 


Register of Probate — Expenses $26,716.86 

Mr. Howard explained his budget. He said the 5% salary 
increase would mean about $850 more in salaries. Rep. 
Hammond talked on House Bill 241 which in essence would mean 
that all fees collected would be paid to the County Treasurer, but 
this would not affect this years budget. 


Probate Judge Expense — $2,000.00 

Commissioner Hall explained what this included and that the 
judge appeared last year to explain his function. Attorney Gage 
questioned the $325 dues. 


Office Supplies — Commissioners — $4,400.00 
Commissioner Southwick explained this item. 


Care and Support of Exeter Court House — $91,111.96 

Karl Wuerker explained the breakdown. Barbara Griffin asked 
about the $7,500 item and he said it is the remainder of his salary 
taken from the County Home. Mr. Wuerker explained line 19, 
contracted services and the snow removal operation. Attorney 
Gage asked if some phone service could be provided businessmen 
and lawyers to make local calls. Chairman Scamman asked the 
sub-committee to look into this. 
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Superior Court — $215,000.00 

Clerk Samaha explained that there are now six girls in his 
office. He would be in favor of consolidating the use of all 
equipment, but it isn’t possible. As far as microfilm is concerned, 
he said they have been looking into this for years. He needs the 
room, and with this system he cound condense 40 files into 2. 
Mr. Canney asked about the Register of Deeds and the Superior 
Court getting together to use microfilm, and asked that the 
delegation and commissioners examine needs for microfilm in the 
County. Hugh Clarke, Selectman, New Castle, Thought that there 
should be a way of consolidating. M. DiMarzio, Derry, is 
acquainted with microfilming and said if they consolidated this 
they would need a separate department with a department head 
which would run into money. 


Crime Commission — $15,000.00 

Sheriff Sampson explained and the question came up about 
how an appropriation should be made. Mr. Canney questioned 
what the $15,000 was going to be used for. 


Sheriff’s Department — Salary $12,000; Expenses $247,790.58 

Mr. Kiemack, reporter, asked who gave the authority to buy 
three cruisers and it was answered that this came under 
department operating expenses. The Sheriff explained the work 
of his deputies. The question was brought up about duplication 
of police work. A few members of local police departments 
praised the work of the Sheriff’s department and said it is not 
duplicating any other service in the County. 

The salary of the Sheriff was questioned and he stated that he 
received $12,000 total for his salary. He also stated that if there 
were a way to save money in his budget, and stil! provide an 
effective service, he would like to hear it. The Sheriff explained 
his Dispatchers’ duties and said he needs another dispatcher 
immediately. Fred White asked for clarification in the clerical 
increase. The Sheriff further explained the increases in his 
department budget. Mrs. DiMarzio said that the local police 
department budgets were also increasing. 


Extension Council — $70,318.63 
Mr. Campbell, Rockingham County Extension Council, gave 
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the report of the Cooperative Extension Service. He explained the 
increases in their budget. Employees are now being given 
minimum wage and some funds have been provided for replacing 
people during vacations and sick time. The Executive Board 
requested that hereafter they show state and federal portion also. 


Family Planning Service — $5,000.00 

Ken Kaufman, Coordinator of Sea Coast Family Planning, 
passed out a report to everyone and explained his request for 
$5,000 which they must raise locally to be matched under Title 
IV A, nine to one. Only then can they provide complete coverage 
for the county with their services. He said the patient load had 
more than tripled in the past couple of years and they expect 
another rise this year. Rep. Ernest Barka asked about the figure 
of low-income families involved and was told about 93% were 
working poor families with no other means of help available. Dr. 
Sylvia Kennedy and other citizens spoke in favor of this request. 


Jail — $125,676.34 
The Sheriff explained the increase in the supplies here. 


County Home — $1,783,955.01 (Home and Farm) 

Mr. and Mrs. Hilton explained their budget..There is a 3% 
decrease in appropriation this year over last year. The amount 
anticipated to be raised by taxes this year is $38,657.05 over last 
year, according to Mrs. Hilton. M. Jackson, Epping, asked about 
the $20,000 for drugs and Mrs. Hilton explained that there were 
214 patients and all need some medical attention. However, she 
did say the state does pay for some drugs under the Department 
of Welfare so this is anticipated revenue. 

The Commissioners reviewed the Farm budget. The value of 
the slaughtered beef and pork was $35,000 but does not show on 
the budget because of no money being transacted. This value will 
show on the Annual Report. 


Maintenance - County Home — 

Mr. Wuerker explained they had a surplus because of the delay 
in construction and that there was a decrease in salaries because 
of automation. 
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Commissioner Hall explained the proposed budgets for the 
following: 
Old Age Assistance — $300,000.00 
Board and Care of Children — $150,000.00 

The County took care of 98 children last year and Comm- 
issioner Hall is in favor of increasing the sum paid to Foster 
Parents. 


Direct Relief — $65,000.00 

The Social Worker has saved the County over $350,000. The 
money not spent went back into the general fund to aid in 
reducing taxes this year. As with OAA, it is difficult to determine 
just how much assistance will be needed here. 


Surplus Commodities — $10,000.00 

The Commissioner explained that a supervisor has been hired 
to try to coordinate this program. He also stated that about 
$4,000 goes back to the towns. 


Interest on Temporary Loans — $47,140.00 

W. Lothrop, Treasurer, explained this. The interest fluctuates 
from year to year and he had to pay 3.29% higher than what he 
estimated. Norman Russell, Londonderry, asked how many banks 
he notified and Mr. Lothrop said all the banks in the Boston area 
and most local banks. He stated that he would borrow 
$2,000,000. this year. He also explained the following: 


Interest on Bonds and Notes — $92,996.80 
Payment on Bonds and Notes — $155,000.00 


Delegation Expense — Suggested $4,500.00 
This will not go into effect until next year. 


Emp. Soc. Sec. and BX — $1,000.00 
Commissioner Driscoll explained this. 


Insurance — $5,591.00 
Commissioner Driscoll explained that this was insurance on the 
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building only. All other insurance has been transferred to each 
department. 


Printing County Reports — $2,700.00 

Commissioner Driscoll explained that under current statutes, 
the Commissioners must publish all minutes of Board Meetings in 
the County Report. 


Medical Referee — $19,000.00 

Leland Davis, Medical Referee, explained that his budget was 
cut last year, therefore it seems like a big increase. Rep. Dame 
spoke in favor of the work that Mr. Davis is doing. Barbara 
Griffin asked who signed death certificates and was told that two 
doctors did this. Fred White asked what the $19,000 would be 
used for and was told it was for undertaker, autopsy, pathological 
work, film, etc. but no salary involved. 


SPECIALS 
Fire Training — $1,500.00: 
This is the same as last year. 


Rockingham Conservation District — $2,500.00 
Ed Upham spoke. He acts as Secretary to the District and they 
have part time secretary and part time field man. 


Community Action Program — $13,281.60 

Director Harold Rice explained that this appropriation would 
be used for transportation purposes and cover the cost of two 
vans plus drivers. He said 29 towns in the county receive this 
service now and hopefully they will cover the entire county in the 
future. Fred White spoke that this seemed to be another case of 
the county taking up where the federal government left off. Mir. 
Rice said that hopefully the Counsel on Aging would still send 
funds. He also said that under Project Access, four other counties 
do have transportation programs. 


ESTIMATED INCOME: 
Total Estimated Income — $1 392,653.91 
Norman Russell of the Selectmen’s Liason Committee, read a 
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statement from them asking that revenue sharing items be of a 
capital nature and they want to hold the line on the budget. They 
also recommend that a business administrator be hired for the 
County. 

Rep. Schwaner asked what specific cuts should be made. 


Revenue Sharing 

Commissioner Driscoll explained the proposed revenue sharing 
budget. Fred White is against using revenue sharing for cruisers, as 
this is an operating expense. He suggested holding onto some of 
this money for another year. 

Mr. Russell feels that revenue sharing should be used for things 
that are needed as a one time thing. He said his committee was 
thankful for the dialogue they had with the Commissioners, and 
hoped this would continue. M. Jackson, Epping, urged that the 
Executive Board would spend money prudently when considering 
the budget for 1973. 


The Chairman adjourned the meeting at 4:17 P.M.

Chairman Cummings called the meeting to order at 8:45 A.M. 
The Clerk was asked to call the roll and the members listed above 
answered the roll. The meeting was turned over to Budget 
Chairman Douglas Scamman and he conducted an item by item 
review of the budget from the Proposed Budget prepared by the 
Commissioners. 


Commissioners — Rep. Collishaw moved that the suggested 
amount of $21,000 be inserted for the Commissioners’ salaries. 
Rep. Maynard seconded and there was discussion. Reps. Colli- 
shaw and Hammond spoke in favor of the raise for the 
commissioners. Rep. Soule questioned a 40% raise at this time. 
Rep. Collishaw said that salaries can only be changed every two 
years and the Commissioners have had no raise in four years. The 
pros and cons of hiring a county administrator were discussed. 
The motion to insert $21,000 was voted. 


Commissioners Expense — Rep. Hammond made a motion that 
the Commissioners’ Expense of $49,652.01 be approved, second- 
ed by Rep. Soule, After some discussion, it was so voted. 
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Treasurer and Deputy — Rep. Hammond moved the figure of 
$2,350.00 for the Treasurer and Deputy. Rep. Collishaw second- 
ed. Rep. Hammond complimented the Treasurer for taking on 
this responsibility for such a low rate of pay. Commissioner Hall 
stated that sometime the Treasurer would need an office and 
someone to do his books. The vote was in the affirmative. Rep. 
Collishaw made a motion that $600 be accepted for the Expense 
of the Treasurer, seconded and voted in the affirmative. 


County Attorney — Rep Collishaw moved that $15,000 be put 
in for the County Attorney’s salary, seconded by Rep. Griffin. 
- The salary difference between a part time and full time attorney 
was discussed with Attorney Eldredge. The use of crime 
commission funds for hiring an assistant was discussed. The 
motion to insert $15,000 for the County Attorney was voted 
unanimously. It was moved and seconded that the Executive 
Committee put $8,025.00 in for the County Attorney’s Ex- 
penses. The vote was unanimous. 

Auditors — Rep. Connors made a motion that the figure of 
$1,000.00 be accepted for the Auditors. This motion was 
seconded and voted. 


Register of Deeds — Rep. Hammond moved and it was 
seconded that the Executive Committee adopt a figure of 
$17,500 for the Register of Deeds. This was voted in ‘the 
affirmative. There was discussion regarding the Bill in the 
Legislature that would, if passed, make it mandatory that the 
Register of Deeds fees go back to the County. 

(footnote) A motion was made and seconded that if the Bill 
pending in the Legislature does not pass that the salary of the 
Register of Deeds remain at $11,000. Rep. Hammond amended 
this to establish $13,000 as Register of Deeds salary and Dame 
seconded, but this amended motion was not carried. The original 
motion was voted. 


Expenses — Register of Deeds — It was moved and seconded 
that $22,464.00 be deducted from the $131,859.96 in budget 
provided that the $40,000. under revenue sharing allowed for the 
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Registry Photo Machine passes. This was voted unanimously. 

Rep. Hammond moved that they accept the figure of 
$109,395.96 for the Registry of Deeds Expenses. This was 
seconded and voted in the affirmative. Chairman Scamman asked 
that Mrs. Holland have a breakdown of the Clerks’ budget before 
March 3. 


Register of Probate — Rep. Read made a motion and it was 
seconded that the Executive Committee insert the figure of 
$26,716.86 for the Register of Probate Expenses. Rep. Hammond 
moved that this figure be amended to include the 5.5% raise or 
$27,566.86. This was seconded and the amended figure was 
voted. | 


Probate Judge Expense — Rep. Dame moved and it was 
seconded that they put in $2,000.00 for the Probate Judge 
expense.

Rep. Collishaw moved that $22,123.29 be deleted from the 
sheriff’s budget and charged against revenue sharing for the six 
cruisers. Rep. Dame seconded and there was discussion about 
whether this is an operating expense or comes under public safety 
in revenue sharing. This motion was voted in the affirmative, 

Rep. Collishaw moved that the Committee reconsider the 
sheriff’s budget. It was so voted. He moved that the Sheriff’s 
salary be raised to $13,000 and Connors seconded. The motion 
lost.

Rep. Collishaw moved that the figure of $237,327.41 be 
inserted for the Sheriff’s department operating budget and it was 
so voted. 
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Jail - Rep. Connors moved that $11,350.00 be applied to 
revenue sharing for repairs in the jail, thus taking $7,000.00 off 
repairs in the regular jail budget.

Com- 
missioner Driscoll explained that this transfer was needed as a 
letter from the Treasury Department stated that this was not 
proper use of revenue sharing funds. 


Commissioner Hall spoke about the phasing out of the 
Community Action Program effective July 1, after which time 
the County would be the recipient of federal funds. Com- 
missioner Driscoll read a motion suggesting that $30,000 be 
appropriated from revenue sharing, not to be expended without 
the prior approval of the executive committee, for the purposes 
of Human Resources Services and Development, and that with a 
reconstituted Rockingham Community Action Program Board of 
Directors consisting of the 3 Rockingham County Commissioners 
and three Rockingham County Representatives. Rep. Casassa so 
moved, seconded by Rep. Page. Discussion and questions ensued. 


Rep. Boucher amended the motion to read that three members 
be from the Delegation as a whole excluding the executive 
committee and that nominations be made from the floor, 
seconded by Rep. Call. This was amended to include three 
members from the Delegation, three members from the Executive 
Committee and the three Commissioners. Rep. Benton asked that 
the nominees should be divided between the three Com- 
missioners’ Districts.

The Executive Committee, at the above mentioned time and 
place, met to review the County Commissioner’s Quarterly 
Report. 


Committee members present: Representatives Dame, Senter, 
Cummings, «Page, Soule, Scamman, Schwaner, Roy, Goodrich, 
Collishaw, Goff, Maynard, Sanborn, Griffin and Connors. 


Also present were Commissioners Hall and Southwick; County 
Treasurer, Lothrop; Bookkeeper, Madelyn Walker; Extension 
Council member, Campbell and the press. 


Rep. Cummings, Chairman of the County Delegation opened 
the meeting stating the purpose mentioned above. Commissioner 
Hall asked for ten minutes before the discussion of the expenses 
began. He stated that there is a problem regarding space in the 
County Justice Building and that the Commissioners were trying 
to solve the problem. One solution they came up with was to 
move the Extension Service from the Court House up to the 
Carlisle Building in the County Home complex. He said they are 
now occupying 3000 sq ft. of space and would have 6400 sq. ft. 
at the County Home by November. 


Mr. Campbell, of the Extension Council, presented the 
Extension’s point of view regarding the matter. He stated that it 
is the job of the Extension Council to deal with the Delegation 
under agreement with them. He stated also that he is not against 
the move, but would like to express a few concerns, the biggest 
being the terrible condition of the Carlisle Building. He said that 
he would like to request that a qualified engineer give an honest 
estimate of cost to renovate, so that it would be a proper building 
with the proper facilities for the Extension Service. The Com- 
missioners assured Mr, Campbell that the building would be made 
sound before anyone moved in. Commissioner Hall assured 
everyone that the only reason for pushing this matter now was to 
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get revenue sharing funds before the Delegation recesses up in 
Concord. It was suggested that everyone take a look at the 
Carlisle Building right after the meeting. Budget Chairman 
Scamman directed Mr. Campbell to ask Mr. Upham to work along 
with Karl Wuerker and the Building Committee to come up with 
some solution. 


Budget Chairman Scamman conducted the item by item 
discussion of the quarterly report. Each member of the Com- 
mittee also was given a breakdown of each department’s expenses 
for March, plus a financial breakdown of the County Home’s 
expenses. 


The discrepancy on the Jail appropriation was explained by 
Mrs. Walker to be because of the additional revenue sharing funds 
that had been transferred. The OAA included payment of both 
November and December’s bills. It was announced that as of May 
1, payment to foster homes for board and care would go up $10 
to $65 a month per child. Mr. Lothrop explained the reason for 
the interest being much higher that the rates had gone way up, 
but he hopes to more than make it up on his Certificates of 
Deposit. The question was asked how and when the Delegation 
members were paid, and it was stated that they would be paid 
quarterly. There was some concern in that the quarter was over 
and they still have not been reimbursed. 


Rep. Goff reported than Ken Kaufman of the Family Planning 
Service is still working to interest doctors in the western part of 
the county, but has not been successful so far. Rep. Goff also 
read a letter regarding the Day Care Center in Salem which is in 
need of funding. It was decided that the study committee for all 
CAP projects would handle this. 


Rep. Page moved that the expenditures presented by the 
Commissioners be accepted, seconded by Rep. Cummings. It was 
so voted. 


It was suggested that the sub-committee for the Register of 
Probate present a report by June regarding the camera that is 
needed there. 
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Mr. Cummings, Chairman of the Planning Board of Brentwood, 
arrived to state his objection to the moving of the Extension 
Service into an agricultural and residential district. Chairman 
Scamman assured him that they would take his comments into 
consideration when making their decision. 


Rep. Maynard reported on the bill that would make it possible 
for residents of the County Home to go fishing on County Land.

Delegation Chairman Cummings called the meeting to order at 
8:00 a.m. at the above-stated place. He stated the purpose of the 
meeting to be that of reviewing the cumulative report of the 
second quarter of the Rockingham County Budget. He requested 
that the Clerk call the roll. The meeting was then turned over to 
Committee Chairman Scamman, who opened a discussion period 
regarding the report which had been distributed. After explana- 
tion of several points, a motion was made, seconded and voted 
unanimously to accept the budget as printed. 


Commissioner Hall brought before the Committee a letter from 
the Bicentennial Commission regarding the 200th anniversary of 
the American Revolution, and asked the Committee’s opinion of 
County involvement in celebrations. Commissioner Driscoll sug- 
gested that a sub-committee be appointed to make a study of the 
advantages to such a program and to work with the Com- 
missioners on program development. A motion was so made, 
seconded, and unanimously voted. The following members 
volunteered to serve on the sub-committee: Ruth Griffin, Vesta 
Roy and Elizabeth Goff and Patricia Skinner. 


Commissioner Hall then brought the subject of moving the 
Extension Service to the Carlisle Building before the Committee. 
He informed members that Phase I renovations, constituting 
two-thirds of the building, would include storm windows on all 
windows, rewiring, new lavatory facilities, heating and carpeting, 
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would cost $26,720. Cost of Phase II, completion of the building, 
would be $15,500. The Commissioners felt that if the move were 
approved, the needs of the County Court House facility would be 
satisfied for at least the next ten years. A public hearing regarding 
the move will be scheduled for mid to late August in the evening, 
followed by a full Delegation meeting. 


The Commissioners informed the Executive Committee that 
the Office of Economic Opportunity has been refunded for Fiscal 
Year 1974 and discussion followed regarding the possibility of 
reallocating the $30,000 Revenue Sharing funds which are being 
held in escrow for a human services program. The Commissioners 
felt that this money could be used for the renovation of the 
Carlisle Building. A show of hands revealed that the Committee 
would unanimously support the Commissioners in the move of 
the Extension Service to the Carlisle Building. 


Rep. Sanborn then brought before the Committee the problem 
of microfilming and records storage, particularly for the Registry 
of Probate, and suggested that an outside consultant knowledge- 
able in this area be hired to survey County needs and recommend 
how County microfilming equipment can best be used by all 
departments. There were no objections to having this brought 
before the full Delegation at its next meeting. 


Rep. Ralph Hammond called to the Committee’s attention the 
fact that three of the seven bills he brought before the Legislature 
on behalf of the Committee were passed. 


Meeting declared adjourned at 9:25 a.m.

He 
suggested that a professional study be made of all County 
microfilming needs and recommendations made how best to 
utilize existing equipment and the purchase of additional equip- 
ment. Rep. Schwaner asked if the County Government Study 
Committee could do this, and he responded that a professional 
study would be more appropriate. Rep. Soule asked how 
permanent microfilm is. : 


Commissioner Hall spoke in favor of moving the Extension 
Service to the Carlisle Building and gave a detailed explanation, 
pointing out the cost difference between renovating and building. 
He gave reasons why expansion of the County Building is not 
possible. Rep. Griffin asked if it would be more appropriate for 
the Commissioners and the Sheriff to move to the County Home 
complex, and he responded that the Commissioners conduct the 
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same amount of business at each location. Responding to a 
question related to the Probation Department, Commissioner 
Driscoll reported that it pays $6,500 rent on 2,100 sq. feet of 
space and works closely with the Court system and the Sheriff’s 
Department. 


Mr. Bernard Campbell of Salem, Chairman of the Advisory 
Council, countered the move, including in his reasons the 
unanimous opinion by the Council that it could better serve 
public needs by remaining at the Exeter location or building 
adjacent to the Court House. Responding to Rep. Maynard’s 
question, he reported that a contract between the County 
Delegation and UNH states that the County is responsible for 
providing space for the Extension Service. Rep. Soule asked for 
statistics on the number of nights the facilities are used and how 
many welfare or underprivileged people are aided. This informa- 
tion was provided by Mr. Upham and several workers and 
volunteers, 


Alternative suggestions were made by Rep. Griffin and Paul 
Gibbons, who called for a study committee, and Rep. Hoar, who 
suggested that land across the street from the County Building be 
purchased. 


Charles Bowman of Candia stated that there is a urine smell in 
the building and that he was told by a sanitary engineer it could 
not be permanently disinfected. He admitted that the engineer 
did not inspect the facilities when Rep. Scamman questioned 
him, Commissioner Hall reported that he has never received a 
complaint to that effect from workers.

(Joseph), Connors, Hodgon. 

Rockingham County Commissioners: Russell Hall, Chairman; 
John Driscoll, Clerk; Ralph Southwick. The Press. 


Representative Cummings opened the meeting at 7:00 P.M. 
and requested the Clerk call the roll. The above-listed Represent- 
atives answered the call. A quorum was declared present. 


Representative Cummings opened discussion relative to voting 
on the move of the Rockingham County Cooperative Extension 
Service from Exeter to Brentwood. Rep. Benton spoke of feeling 
inadequately prepared to vote on this issue because of insufficient 
facts and figures, and moved that the committee of citizens 
appointed to make a study of Rockingham County government 
be asked to conduct a study of the space presently utilized and of 
future space requirements in the Rockingham’ County Adminis- 
tration Building, and submit a written report of their findings, 
conclusions and recommendations to the Rockingham County 
Delegation not later than 10 January 1974. The motion was 
seconded and defeated. Speaking in opposition were Representa- 
tives Maynard, Goff, Erler, Soule, Roy, Cummings, Schwaner and 
Griffin. 


Representative Sanborn moved that the first phase improve- 
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ments on the Carlisle Building be authorized. Rep. Soule 
amended the motion to include authorizing the Commissioners 
authority to use the building as they see fit. After discussion, 
Rep. Soule restated the motion and moved that the Carlisle 
Building be remodeled and the Commissioners be given the 
authority to use it for the Extension Service and to appropriate 
from Revenue Sharing Funds the following sums of money: 


Phase I — $26,720 Phase II — $15,508 


The motion was seconded by Rep. Schwaner and was carried. 
Recorded as abstaining; Reps. Griffin, Davis, Benton, Campbell. 


Rep. Sanborn moved to approve $2,000 from Revenue Sharing 
Funds for a survey of the needs of microfilm equipment for the 
entire County. The motion, seconded by Rep. Connors, was 
carried unanimously. 


Rep. Soule moved that the Delegation approve the transfer of 
the Human Resources Appropriation at $30,000 to the General 
Revenue Sharing Account. Motion seconded by Rep. Connors 
and adopted unanimously. 


Rep. Hammond made a motion to increase Delegation per 
diem to $10.00 per day plus 12c per mile effective January 1, 
1974. The motion was seconded but defeated. Discussion 
followed resulting in an amendment to the motion by Rep. 
Cotton making the effective date retroactive to July 13, 1973. 
After discussion the amendment was withdrawn, and amended to 
make the effective date September 5, 1973. The motion was 
seconded and defeated. 


Discussion followed resulting in a motion by Rep. Griffin that 
Delegation members be paid the sum of $15.00 per diem, plus 
12c per mile, effective September 5, 1973. The motion was 
seconded by Rep. Goff. A standing vote revealed 21 yeas and 17 
nays. Motion adopted. Recorded in opposition: Reps. Schwaner, 
Barka, Benton, DeCesare, Junkins, Soule, Bushey, Skinner, 
Tavitian, Gorman, J. McEachern, Ellis, Wilson, Sanborn, Davis, 
King, Akerman. 
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Other business to come before the Delegation: Commissioner 
Driscoll spoke relative to the interest charges and interest earned 
on funds for the new addition to the County Home. Rep. 
Scamman moved that the Commissioners be authorized to spend 
interest earned on the new addition. The motion was seconded 
and adopted. 


The Commissioners were given authority to check into the 
authorization cited by Rep. Scamman relative to a vote by the 
Delegation in 1947 allowing County employees to join the State 
retirement system, and to work with the sub-committee to 
formulate a retirement plan for County employees. 


Rep. Soule moved that a letter of thanks be sent by the 
Delegation to the donor of the organ for the new Chapel at the 
County Home. The motion was adopted unanimously. 


Rep. Senter moved that a resolution expressing the sympathy 
of the Delegation be sent to the family of Rep. Charles Gay. The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 


Meeting declared adjourned at 9:20 P.M.

Delegation Chairman Cummings called the meeting to order at 
10:30 a.m. The meeting was presided over by Committee 
Chairman Scamman who presented the budget for the third 
quarter. Commissioners Hall, Driscoll and Southwick gave ex- 
planations to the Committee about a number of items that 
needed clarification. 


The motion to adopt the budget was seconded and adopted 
unanimously. 


Rep. Skinner gave a report on the ‘‘Home Makers Health Aide 
Program.’’ She cited the slow progress and problems that her 
Committee had encountered. It is her feeling that if the ‘‘Derry 
Visiting Nurses Association’? cannot handle the situation that 
they will have to form a ‘‘Home Making Agency.” 


Commissioner Hall stated that he felt that a trial basis program 
would have been a better avenue to have followed. He said that 
the Commissioners would send a letter to the Board of Selectmen 
in each town asking them to appoint a person to work with them 
to see if something can’t be set up to meet the needs of the towns 
in regards to this service. 


Rep’s. Griffin and Goodrich stressed the need for such services 
and the savings that would result when people can be helped in 
their own homes. 
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Commissioner Hall pointed out that surplus commodities will 
be phased out as of July lst and that they are working on a Food 
Stamp Program with Governor Thomson. The stores who signed a 
contract will be eligible in the program, 


Commissioner Hall further stated that it was possible that the 
Commissioners were going to vote to do away with the 
“Community Action Program’’ in Rockingham County. 


Commissioner Driscoll added that the intent was to set up the 
County’s own organization for human needs. 


The Commissioners called attention to the unfavorable publi- 
city that New Hampshire had received from a speech made in 
California by H. Rice of C.A.P. 


Rep. Griffin moved that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to implement a public assistance aid program for 
human needs. The motion was unanimously adopted.

Purpose: Planning Meeting. 

Present: Executive Committee: Representatives Cummings, 
Schwaner, Griffin, Connors, Maynard, Hammond, Dame, San- 
born, Collishaw, Page, Goodrich, Roy, Skinner, Soule and Read. 

Guests: Commissioners Hall, Driscoll and Southwick. County 
Treasurer W. Lothrop, Head Bookkeeper Mrs. Walker, Honorable 
John Stimmell, Consultant G. Harmon. 


Delegation Chairman Cummings called the meeting to order at 
10:30 a.m. and requested the roll call by the Clerk. In the 
absence of Chairman Scamman, the meeting was chaired by 
Chairman Cummings. The Chairman summoned George Harmon 
to address the Committee and give his report and analysis of his 
study of the County’s methods of keeping records, and more 
particularly, to application of microfilming techniques. and 
equipment for preservation of all County records. In his report 
Mr. Harmon gave high praise to the Register of Deeds, Edith 
Holland, and Clerk of Courts, Unwar Samaha, for the excellence 
of their record-keeping systems. His chief recommendation 
involved the establishement of a departmental group under the 
Board of Commissioners which would have full control and 
responsibility for the records of every department in the County 
— excepting only the two above mentioned — with the use of a 
total microfilm system. His estimate of the total cost of the basic 
equipment plus the back up equipment, i.e., film readers, 
printers, etc., according to the special needs of specific depart- 
ments, was roughly $22,000.00 and contained the suggestion that 
it might be possible to obtain it through a particular source at 
much less cost. Chairman Cummings, after a discussion among the 
members, requested that a copy of Mr. Harmon’s report be 
supplied to each of the committee for further study and a later 
decision. 


Commissioner Hall was recognized by the Chair and he 
addressed the Committee in his request that the County be 
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authorized to borrow an amount up to but not to exceed the 
amount to be collected by County Tax for 1973 since the funds 
presently in the treasury are insufficient to meet the demands. 
Motion was duly made and seconded, a quorum being present, 
and it was unanimously voted to supply the needed funds. 


Honorable John Stimmell presented a verbal report of his 
committee on the establishment of a retirement fund for County 
employees which showed a tremendous amount of research and 
study by the committee. After a lengthy discussion of all aspects 
of the plan, Honorable Stimmell informed the Chairman that his 
committee would like to have one or two more meetings to 
consolidate their findings into a concise report for presentation to 
the Delegation. 


Commissioner Hall addressed the Committee, commending it 
for the fine work it has done on behalf of the people of the 
County in the past year, advising the Committee that, with its 
help, the County is in good fiscal straits at this time. He gave high 
praise to his fellow Commissioners, Driscoll and Southwick, for 
the workload they have assumed and the long hours put in. 
Commissioner Hall reminded the Committee of the impending 
crises in many areas such as Old Age, Welfare, wages, etc., and 
informed them of the work the Commissioners are doing in 
conjunction with the Governor’s office in manpower and Human 
Needs and Development programs. In the matter of the Court, he 
suggested that the Chairman appoint a committee to explore the 
possibility of setting up another courtroom within the confines of 
the County Building, a necessity which he stated could and 
should be met. 


Commissioner Driscoll informed the Committee of the progress 
being made in conferences with the Governor’s office in the 
planning of programs under Manpower Affairs and Human Needs 
and Development. He expressed great optimism for the early 
materialization of the plans in these areas which are supported by 
the Governor. 


Commissioner Southwick appraised the effects of the fuel crisis 
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on the County buildings and rolling equipment as ‘‘dismal’’, 
especially related to its predictably higher cost. He also deplored 
the plight of the totally dependent Welfare recipients under the 
new “Flat Grant’? plan and noted that those of OA are in a 
comparable position, suggesting that direct, supplemental relief 
through the County will be imperative. 


Commissioner Hall cited reported abuses of surplus foods by 
the recipients under the program and a general discussion evolved 
eliciting the information that the waste had been cut considerably 
in recent months. It was noted that the ‘‘food stamp” program 
will be strictly a state proposition. 


Commissioner Hall informed the Committee that the budget 
presently being prepared will be explicitly drawn for each 
department showing ‘‘true’’ costs of running each County 
building. He cited as a cost saving the recent change over in the 
County building of the telephone system which will reduce that 
expense by about $4,000.00 annually. Regarding salaries, a 
cost-of-living increase was mentioned for future determination 
with a suggestion by Honorable Soule that it should be about 6%, 
but not to exceed $5,000.00 


Commissioner Hall invited the Committee to survey the 
progress being made in the renovation of the Carlisle Building and 
predicted their pleasure in what has been accomplished. 


The meeting was delcared adjourned at 12:15 p.m.

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In conformity with State Statutes, the Board of Commissioners 
herewith presents its report for 1973. 


The Commissioners presented and the Convention approved a 
‘“‘hold-the-line’’ budget for the operation of the business of the 
county. We were assisted in this task by the advent of Federal 
Special Revenue Sharing. The financial assistance of the program 
was utilized in areas of non-recurring, capital expense items, e.g., 
renovation of the Carlisle Building so as to accommodate the 
housing of the County Co-operative Extension Service. 


The work on the 100-bed addition to the County Home 
proceeded apace, with an occupancy of early 1974 eagerly 
anticipated and expected. Associated work on the modification 
to the Home’s sewage disposal system was delayed until late in 
the year because of miltitudinous reviews and revisions by the 
New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission 
and the United States Environmental Protection Agency. It is 
now anticipated that construction work on this phase of the 
project will be begun in the early spring of 1974. The new well 
for the facility was finally operational in December. 


In July, George and Dorothy Hilton announced that they 
would be retiring from the Home in July of 1974, after 
thirty-seven years of service to the County. Through the years the 
names of the Hiltons have been recognized as synonymous with 
the Rockingham County Home. 


In addition to their regular duties, the Commissioners served 
on a number of committees of the National Association of 
County Officers, Crime Commission, Manpower Affairs, etc., 
gleaning therefrom invaluable information assisting us to better 
serve our county. 


We thank all County officials and employees for their 
dedication, assistance and cooperation toward the best of County 
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Government. Our especial thanks go to the members of the 
Delegation and Executive Board who have exercised a keen 
interest in all aspects of County Government. Their interest, 
involvement, cooperation and incisiveness contributed greatly to 
the progress and effectiveness of all our areas of responsibility.

COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT FOR 1973 


In 1973 the county attorney’s office was able to move toward 
two of the goals outlined in the county attorney’s 1972 report. 
First, the county convention funded a full-time stenographer who 
was installed in the court house as an ‘‘anchor man’’ for the 
office, an addition which significantly improved the clerical 
efficiency of the office. 


The new secretarial arrangement has made it possible to have 
the county attorney and the entire operation of the office close 
to the superior court, which expedites hearings and decision 
making in such matters as bail setting and scheduling trials. The 
general operation of the office and its relations with the public 
have also been considerably improved by the acquisition of a full 
time staffed office at the court house. 


In September we added an assistant county attorney funded by 
the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency through 
the office of the Attorney General. 


The assistant is a full-time employee who receives $12,000.00 
which is matched by county secretarial and supervisory services 
for the new man. The additional lawyer has made it possible for 
the office to assist the police in the District Courts on a more 
regular basis. Two lawyers at the superior court level has resulted 
in improving the quality of preparation and expediting hearings 
and trials in that court.

The conversion to a total microfilm operation in the Rocking- 
ham County Registry of Deeds was successfully instituted during 
1973. This included the installation of a planetary camera; 
processing and duplicating equipment; automatic retrieval viewers 
and printers. With the installation of this equipment, the creation 
of space-consuming books was discontinued. 


All documents recorded since January 1, 1973, are being 
photographed onto 16 mm. film for permanent retention and 
reference. There is also a security copy of all recorded documents 
made and sent to a permanent film storage facility. The indices 
from 1970 to date are also being filmed and made available for 
viewing and copying purposes. 


The staff has been thoroughly trained in the use and operation 
of the various components of the system. This has led to 
enthusiastic reception of the conversion by the general public. 


Under Edith E. Holland’s administration of the Registry of 
Deeds, the receipts turned over to the County Treasurer in 1973 
totalled $167,789.55, which represents an increase of $17,644.21 
over the previous year. Thus, the County treasury realized a 
surplus of $47,443.17 from this department over the actual 
operating expenses of $120,346.18. 


The capabilities and dedication of the staff at the Deeds office, 
as well as the approval of the administration by the delegation 
and commissioners, permitted a very rewarding year.

Gentlemen: 


The year 1973 has been one of numerous changes in the 
operation of the Department. 


The switchboard for the Justice Building was transferred to the 
Dispatch Center as of January 1, 1973. All incoming calls and 
subsequent paging were handled by the Department. 


According to a conducted time study it was suggested that the 
Dispatch Center employ seven full time dispatchers in place of 
the former five dispatchers. This need has been met thus 
supplying the Center with sufficient coverage to handle the ever 
increasing work load. 


During the past year radio transmissions increased to a volume 
of 150,000 as compared to 125,000 in 1972, telephone calls 
increased to 90,000 and teletype messages to 4,700. Proving thai 
the Dispatch Center, the second largest in the state, is being 
utilized to a far greater extent by citizens throughout the county. 


Seminars conducted by the N. H. Police Standards and | 
Training Council covering various phases of criminal investigation, 
were attended by the deputies of the Department to the 
_advantage of all. All deputies have been certified by the Police 
Standards and Training Council under the provisions of RSA 
105-A. 


This forthcoming year should prove of great assistance to 
various law enforcement agencies in the county. From the 
Governor’s Commission on Crime & Delinquency the Department 
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received a grant enabling us to install three in-coming Wat lines 
and one out-going Wat line. Which in substance enables all 
citizens of the county to call the Dispatch Center at any hour of 
the day or night, twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week, for 
assistance without charge. These calls will then be relayed to 
proper local authorities, deputies, State Police or the Fish & 
Game Department, if so requested. 


The out-going Wat line enables this Department to make calls 
for emergencies such as ambulances, wreckers, hospitals and the 
like, without charge, to the agency requesting such assistance. 
The expense of these lines will be borne for the first year by the 
Crime Commission. 


Due to the action of the County Delegation in abolishing the 
fee system for deputy sheriffs and placing them on salary, the 
amount earned by the civil division of this Department this year 
amounted to $76,468.40. 


The number of cases presented to the Grand Jury this past year 
more than doubled, manifesting the increased activity of the 
criminal division in accordance with the national rise in crime. 


The case load of the juvenile division has increased 150 per 
cent with more and more disturbed youngsters and anxious 
parents appealing for aid with their problems. 


With the overall increases and case loads the Department is still 
endeavoring to operate under a reasonable and restricted budget 
for the benefit of all taxpayers.

This project has not included an examiation of the financial 
records of the institution, nor has it included those procedures 
recommended under generally accepted auditing standards which 
would enable us to express an opinion; accordingly we express no 
opinion relative to the County records.

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SCOPE 


The statistical and financial data utilized throughout this study 
covers the period of October 1, 1972 through September 30, 
1973. In general, we have utilized cost principles consistent with 
those employed by member hospitals of the American Hospital 
Association. 


No adjustments have been made in this analysis to conform 
with any specific reimbursable cost program related to any 
specific agency, since all such programs have significant variations 
in allowable cost elements. The results are appropriate, however, 
for the use of comparison with prior periods and for comparison 
with the published data of institutions that are members of the 
American Hospital Association. 


This report is based on an assumed accrual of incomes and 
expenses and is therefore not appropriate for the reader to 
attempt a reconciliation to the County Budget which is developed 
and presented on the basis of cash flow. 


MANAGEMENT REVIEW 


EXHIBIT A 
FUNCTIONAL DEPARTMENTAL COST DETAIL 


Salary and supply cost is presented in an array consistent with 
the expense accumulation mandated by the utilization of the 
standard Chart of Accounts of the American Hospital Associa- 
tion. We have undertaken no audit of these amounts; since this 
presentation is for the primary purpose of serving as comparative 
data, a specific audit was not determined to be necessary. 


The ratio of salary to total cost is computed to be 70.4% as 
compared to the experience of a year ago of 75.2%. This ratio is 
well within the parameters expected in institutions providing 
in-patient care. 
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EXHIBIT B 
INCOME AND EXPENSE SUMMARY 


Billed charges failed to cover total expenses for the period. It is 
noted that the services in the Mitchell Building were realistically 
priced, but pricing was deficient for all other units. 


Recommendation: 

We suggest that all prices for services be adjusted to a 
self-sustaining level. The final regulations for Phase IV have not 
been fully promulgated as of this writing by the Cost of Living 
Council. Information received to date, however, would lead one 
to conclude that the gross pricing deficiency noted by this exhibit 
could be properly eliminated within the constraints of the 
regulations. 


EXHIBIT C 
ANALYSIS OF INCOME AND ALLOWANCES 


This exhibit sets forth by schedule the amounts that each of 
the responsible governmental agencies failed to pay the published 
charges of the institution. The analysis identifies such discounts 
by each of the major divisions within the hospital, Mitchell, 
Fernald and Underhill, and thereby serves as a graphic demonstra- 
tion of the utilization of each of these facilities by each of the 
respective agencies. The DPW continues to represent the major 
source of underpayment for services rendered by the institution. 


Recommendation: 

While the deficiency in payments from the DPW is not as acute 
as has been experienced in some prior periods, it is recommended 
that continued discussions with the Department be held in order 
to further reduce this deficiency.

ANALYSIS OF GROSS PRICING DEFICIENCY

the relative changes necessary to price each service on a 
self-sustaining basis. 
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EXHIBIT E 
ROUTINE COST PER DIEM 


The average routine cost per diem computes at $18.08, which 
is considerably lower than the cost experienced by private 
Nursing Homes and less than 40% of cost experienced by the 
average hospital. Such a figure represents a continued demonstra- 
tion of effective cost containment giving due consideration to any 
variations as might exist between the levels of service provided by 
nursing homes and hospitals.

FOR 1973 


To the County Commissioners: 


Geriatrics has become the byword of the nation in 1973. 
Medical centers throughout the country have shown new interest 
in expanding geriatric knowledge and in promoting the training of 
specialists in this field.

DIRECTOR OF SPIRITUAL ACTIVITY 
FOR 1973 


Regular services were held on Sunday afternoons beginning at 
two o’clock and lasting for approximately one-half hour. Fifty of 
these services were held during the year 1973, omitting only the 
Sunday of the Labor Day weekend and one other Sunday on 
account of illness.

preached, sang, played or made other contributions to these 
services. 


Efforts to have as many as possible of the different churches in 
the County assist in these services results in increased interest 
among the Churches.

Since these are 
arranged through the Department of Occupational Therapy, I do 
not hear of them all but they range from a Bible Class to 
invitations to visit nearby churches and to entertainments with 
refreshments for a few at a time also provided by the churches. 
Parties are also given at the Home by church groups. All of these 
give the residents a sense of being part of a larger group and 
remind them and the members of their home churches that they 
are still associated with those they have known. This feeling that 
they are still part of a group is very important to them. 


In 1974 there will be changes. The addition of 100 new 
patients to the Home will be completed and put into service. This 
will add to the number of residents. It will also make available for 
this program a chapel, planned for over the years by the 
Administrator and by the staff who, through a group called the 
Kitchen Kut-Ups have put on programs and raised money that, 
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with personal contributions, has provided money for furnishings 
for the interior, including an organ, chaplain’s office and robing 
room. 


These things will be added but something also will be taken 
away during the year. The present Administrator and Assistant, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, will be retiring. Others will know how much 
of the progress of the Rockingham County Home over the past 
years has been due to their unselfish and untiring efforts. I know 
that the program with which I am concerned and which is 
recognized by the New Hampshire Council of Churches to be the 
best in the State at the present time owes its existence to the 
vision and planning of the Administrator who has constantly 
encouranged and supported it. 


Again, I would like to thank Father Langevin and all those who 
have helped in any way in the effort to keep the residents of the 
Home active and alert as members of the County community.

In addition, pastoral visits were made on an average of twice a 
month; religious articles were also distributed to those residents 
and patients desirous of receiving them. 


Approximately 28 residents were transported to our parish hall 
on two occasions during this reporting year, for suppers by 
volunteer personnel of the Physical Therapy Department of the 
Home. At Christmas 3 complete dinners purchased by residents 
and patients were donated to needy families in Epping. This 
activity was coordinated through the cooperation of the Occupa- 
tional Therapy Department. 


I close this report with a note of personal appreciation to Mr. 
Hilton, his staff, and to the nurses, aides and attendants at the 
Home for the kindly and friendly cooperation I received in these 
activities during the past year.
